Budget Cuts are Driving Towards New Policy 



Arriving at the D.M.V., your palms sweat all over the 
leather cover on your mom's steering wheel. You get out of the car 
and nervously make your way toward the dooors to the office. Mom 
stands by with a tear of pride welling in her left eye. 

Once your eyes adjust on the driving examiner’s menacing 
face, your palms secrete another film of slimy sweat. This person 
looks so mean, she probably will flunk you for being fifty-sixth of 
an inch over the stop sign line. 

“Now hold everything," the rational hemisphere of your 
brain advises, “You took behind-the-wheel training. You're ready 
for this!” Although this may have held true for many sophomores 

of Vaca High, this year it might not. 

As many sophomores can attest to, there is now a charge for 
behind-the-wheel training- a service that has always been free in the 
past. The behind-the-wheel program is the same as it always has 
been. It consists of eight half-hour sessions with adriving instructor, 
plus six hours of independent driving with your parents. M r . 
Williams (one of our school's driving instructors), when asked 
about the charge said, “The training program is the same, except 
now it costs $ 1 20. You can thank Deukmejian and Wilson for that.” 




Mr. Williams is referring to the massive budget cuts that have been put 
on our school.

What do parents think about this? Mr.Hays, a counselor, says, 
“I feel victimized. I’ve got to have the worst luck! All fifteen years 
I’ve worked here, it's been free. Now my first daughter that goes 
through this school is going to have to pay. It's hard for some parents. 
Those parents who feel they can't afford it are forced to either find the 

extra cash, or break their teen's heart by saying 'sorry'." 

Unfortunately because of this new requirement, young drivers 
may go into their driving test unprepared and have nothing to show for 

it but a “sorry”.

END TO 
COMMUNISM 

After 74 years of communist rule 
and centuries before that of czarist au- 
tocracy, the once known USSR has 
transformed itself into a democracy. It 
didn't come easily, however. Mikhail 
Gorbachev has been termed “the Father 
of Glasnost". and has also been de- 
scribed as a brilliant, if not testy, in- 
Fighter. His new policies were well 
received by the citizens of the Soviet 
Lnion and Gorbachev gave the long 
constrained people their First taste of 
freedom. 

As Gorbachev's reign continued, 
the people's appetite for liberty grew 
ravenous, much like a panther weak 
from hunger. They stalked democracy, 
their mouths watering for freedom- the 
way of life none of their ancestors had 
known- the life they desperately wanted, 
for themselves and for the generations 

c 

to come. 

What did Gorbachev do, in an- 
swering this overwhelming demand? 
Not much. Two years ago, the Soviet 
miners asked for higher pay, better 
housing, and more consumer goods. 
Gorbachev praised their enterprise and 
promised to deliver. But he never did, 
and many miners still live in squalor 
and work with old equipment. The 
miners realized that the only way to 
improve their situation was to not only 
make economic demands, but political 
demands as well. More than 300, 000 
miners went on strike at 200 of the 
country's 600 pits, and most of them 
called for Gorbachev's resignation. 

Under the inspiration 



from the miners, workers from other 
industries laid down their tools in 
protest of inferior conditions. The 
giant machine-building plant 
Ural mash in Sverdlovsk staged a two 
hour warning strike, challenging the 
government: either listen to us, or pay 
the price. 

The serious debt of unrest 
Gorbachev was creating came into 
the forefront as more than 200,000 
marchers thronged through Moscow's 

c 

streets. As the nighttime snow Hur- 
ries stung their passion heated faces, 
the supporters of change delivered a 
pungent political message while they 
relished the act of public assembly in 
the face of Gorbachev's order to for- 
bid rallies. Gorbachev sent thousands 
ot police and scores of military ve- 
hicles to stifle the protest, which did 
nothing but further eat away at the 
wan. Buttering heart of his popularity. 
“This is the country I love, ” said 
Natalia Kositskaya. an attendant of 
the rally and a 50-year-old doctor at a 
Moscow military clinic, “and I am 
ashamed of it. I never would have 
believed Gorbachev could do this. In 
the past two years, he has become a 
devil.

Gorbachev was increasingly being 
viewed as a fork-tongued demon and 
in contrast, Russian President Boris 
Yeltsin emerged as a pure white angel 
of mercy, ready to see all of the an- 
guished suffering. At a demonstration 
in Manezh Square, citizens assembled 
carrying signs: “Gorbachev resign” 

and “Save Russia from the Communist 
Party.” They chanted “Yel-tsin! Yel- 
tsin!" and scolded the troops around 
them, “Shame! Shame!” 

If nothing else, that day proved 
Gorbachev did accomplish one thing- 
he wiped away the Soviet citizens' fear 
of their own government. Yeltsin’s 
popularity and promise of a market- 
place economy and democracy finally 
crumpled Gorbachev's rule. Yeltsin 
came through with his promises, al- 
though now the unemployment rate is 
soaring and the price of consumer goods 
has tripled. 

In keeping it all in perspective, 
perhaps an old, battered poster on the 
wall in the office of miner’s strike 
committee should be remembered. It 
shows a stylized Soviet worker in 
shackles, his neck ring labeled KGB, 
his iron waistband PROPAGANDA, 
and the iron ball he carries COM- 
MUNIST PARTY OF THE 
SOVIET UNION. Below is 
the caption: “We have 
nothing to lose but 



U.S. Hostages Home 
from Lebanon 

After almost seven years of be- 
ing held captive in Lebanon, American 
Terry Anderson returned home. 
Anderson was released in early De- 
cember of 1 99 1 after being locked away 
for 2,455 days. He was held in 15-20 
different cells. 

Anderson who had served two 
tours as a Marine reporter in Vietnam, 
returned home a converted liberal and 
very committed journalist, he then be- 
came a member of the Associated Press 
and in 1983 became the head of the AP 
Bureau in Beirut. During this time he 
began taking big risks and scoffed at 
danger. Then one Saturday in March of 
1985, he was kidnapped on his way 
home from a tennis game. 

After years of negotiations, false 
alarms and persistent pressiure applied 
by his sister, Terry was released. Terry 
Anderson is glad to be home, and is 
becoming reacquainted with his fiancee 
and daughter Sulone who was born dur- 
ing his captivity. “I've got a whole new 
life, ” Anderson replied, “ It’s going to 
be happy. I'm going to enjoy it. God 
willing.

The accusations began late April, 
1991 . The alleged culprit was William 
Kennedy Smith, and the victim was a 
woman who charged Smith with rape. 

The scandal arose Easter week- 
end, 1991. Smith went a nightclub 
where he met Patricia Bowman. Around 
3:30 am, she drove Smith home to the 
Kennedy estate, where she kissed him 
good-night. Smith persuaded Bowman 
to take a walk with him on the beach. It 
was during this time that the alleged 

rape took place. 

Many accusations and rumors 
Hew amongst Bowman, Smith and the 
media. Her identity was revealed with- 
out her consent by the racy tabloid “The 
Globe". This brought about yet another 
controversy. Smith claimed the 
Bowman's story was a complete lie, 
while she said his denial was “100 
percent false". Finally, after a lengthy 
trial, the jury acquitted Smith. How-

OAKLAND FIRE 
INCINERATES 
LIVES, PETS, & 
3000 HOMES 



In the steep canyons high above 
the landmark Claremont Hotel-nothing 
but a few chimneys, the bulks of melted 
cars, the charred skeletons of trees and 
a couple of twisted I-beams. What hap- 
pened to make this disaster occur was a 
raging fire in Oakland, on October 21. 
1991. Twenty-five people died in the 
fire, many residents said they will re- 
build the hillside homes destroyed by 
the blaze. There were over 3.000 struc- 
tures destroyed and damage over 1 ,800 
acres estimated at $ 1 .5 billion. The wind- 
driven blaze ranked as the worst fire in 
California historv.

Amongst the ashes, a person 
could only see very few houses left. 
Hospitals were put on alert as patients 
arrived suffering from burns and smoke 
inhalation. Health officials warned of 
synthetic furniture and of the risk from 
inhaling the smoke of burned poison 
oak. The catastrophe left thousands of 
people homeless and many pets were 
left to fend for themselves. 

With great effort by Oakland 
residents, there was an attempt to re- 
build homes. Fortunately, donations 
were sent to the victims of the disaster

which showed the magnitude of the fire 
and the attention it received from the 
news media. 

Experts said that the Oakland 
fire w'as a result of the small grass fire 
that began Saturday in the east foothills 
of the city. Governor Pete Wilson ar- 
rived by helicopter and declared a state 
of emergency in the area. He also placed 
the National Guard on Alert. The 
Claremont Hotel, a hotel in the hills of 
Oakland, had an evacuation early in the 
blaze. Several dormitories, fraternities 
and sorority houses on the south eastern 
side of the campus of the University of 
California at Berkeley. Ash and debris 
darkened the sky that street lamps were 
turned on at midday. Ashes fell in 
Candlestick Park during a football game. 
Roadblocks were assembled then 
reassembled elsewhere when the wall 
of flames headed toward populated ar- 
eas of Oakland and Berkelev.

Thousands of U.C. students were 
faced with tremendous problems in 
1991. What caused these problems was 
the crashing state deficit and a $360 
million cut in higher education spend- 
ing. As a result, universities had to 
increase their fees. The University of 
California, Berkeley, for example, cut 
163 full and part time addition. Gover- 
nor Pete Wilson wanted a new 22 7c like 
for 1993. 

In response to these increases, 
hundreds of angry student protested 
against the nike. U.C. Berkeley stu- 
dents protested by marching on the 
school library shouting “let us in” and 
five students even went on a hunger 
strike. In addition, following the U.C. 
Regents's approval of the increase, 
hundreds of U.C. Davis students con- 
ducted a four- day sit- in. 

The outcome of these threaten- 
ing increases was that hundreds of 
middle- class students became increas- 
ingly worried about whether or not 
they'd be able to afford their schooling 

in 1993. /m 



During the month of May, 1991, 
Governor Pete Wilson signed a bill re- 
quiring California motorcyclists to wear 
a helmet. This law has the potential to 
reduce deaths and serious injuries re- 
lated to traffic collisions involving the 
operation of motorcycles. The new law 
went into effect January 1, 1992. 

According to California High- 
way Patrol statistics, 562 motorcyclists 
were killed in our state last year, while 
1 8,000 others were injured. One study 
indicated motorcycle injuries cost the 
California health care system and tax- 
payers something between $65 million 
and $300 million annually. Due to the 
rise in health care costs much of the 
financial burden has fallen on the 
shoulders of state taxpayers. 

Outside the State Capital over 
500 angry bikers rallied in protest to the 
newly mandated law'. When the author 
of the bill came outside to listen to the 
bikers protests, he was besieged by 
gestures, questions, comments, and 
helmets.
